MAKER. 


There are fow porsons probably who ars not 
familinr with the bright blne' vases and ‘plates 
decorated with birds and blossoms whioh enliven 
the windows of dealere in Oriontal. goods and 
artittio tea morchants. The numbot possibly is 
mach greater of-persons who ako wnarrare,: or 
only imporfootly awara, of the processes of which 
eloisonnd enamels are tha-raselts, and which 
luvo for many gouerations, since the iatroduo- 
tion of tho art from China, formed one of tho 
vrinoipal artistis industries of Japon. Uninven> 
ive themivlves, the Japsnedd: possess ina 
singular dogroo tho faanlty of perfecting the arts 
which they -havo toquired from other nations, 


Worwearying assiduity, combined with oxtrome| | 


delicacy of touch, rendor them unrivalled, a3 
workmon in the managomont and olaboration of 
Aoetail, Their paintings, on porsolain, -axeouted 
witha microscopic minntanoss and aconracy, and 
the fine intricacy of their inlaid and overlaid motal 
~~ ‘work axe sulliciont proofs of their powors in this 
line. Batif any doubt still oxiatod it would bo 
speodily dissipated by a vialt to a workshop where 
elotaonné is boing mado, and an inspection of the 
processes involved in its mannfscture,. The 
greatest living maker of cloisonne in Japah, por- 
hops in the world also, :2one Namikows, who 
repides in Kyoto, the old sopital of the Mikados, 
A nobleman by birth, he suffsrad in the troublons 
times which ‘eoompanied tha overthrow of the 
Shogun, and, like many of his compesrs, had re- 
courso to trade a4 4 means of livelihood, without 
in any way losing caste, He has ostablishod a 
~ reputation as the firet eloiconns manafaoturer of 
the day, and his wards fetoh from the dealers 
whatever price ho~shooses to sot upon them. 
‘His courtesy to visitors is extreme, and he seams 
far more anxious to show them over his establish- 
moat than to sell thom his goods. 5 
In a clean, siry apartment, whers the light 
comes in softly through the paper walla, the 
workers, men and women, can ba seen at théir 
tasks. . On tho surface of the object, generally 
of coppor, which is to be onomelled, the design 
is worked ont with ‘tiny metal fillets, like flat. 
teried wires, of varying lengths and shapes. 
Those are fastened on with aatrong glue, and 
form the .cloisons, or partitions, which are. to 
separate the differently coloured enamels, Thi: 
part. of the work sooms of almost maddoning 
_ nicoty, pnd must require immense calmness of 
nerves And steadinass of hand. ‘Tha design hav- 
ing been thus fixed the enamola are. introdnesd

offeot of the process is to grind down the inequa-

is loft clear and indelible, outlined by the cloisons, 
and with o fine vitraons lustre. pes 
It is obvions that wares which require so much 
time aud skill in their manufacture should com- 
mand high price; and very high accordingly 
are the prices for good work. Inforior clotsonné 
ean ba bought choap enough, but ita parohaso is 
not to be recommended; for, basides flaws in the 
workmanshij which are spparant at onde, the 
colouring of the enamels is apt to fade, Of 
. course, in order to distingmsh good work from 
. .bad, it is necessary, as in ovorything olse, to be 
somathing of a connoisueur; and eapecially dif- 
_' fienlt is if to tell colouring which will be durable 
- from that whioh will prove transient. With ra- 
gard to the blue colour which so often forms the 
background of cloisonné wares, it is important 
that this should bo of thoright shado; os: thare 
are blues of many kinds besides the pure tur- 
qnoiso tint that is to be soughtafter.
